Discovering t ieft 
at once, the witness sent for tfie police, 
keeping the prisoners in sight until the 
police came. The windows and doors of 
the house were as he had leit them. No 
other evidences being forthcoming, the ac- 
cused were dismissed.

THE PLAGUE IN HONGKONG. 

We were infurmed yasterday that one of 

the Japanese experts, who had been a pupil 

. of Dt. Koch in Germany, had discovered 
tho bacillus of plague, Tho matter was pot 
accorded much credence at the timo, but 
we learn to-day that tho discovery is ro- 
gatded by certain mombers of the medical 
profession as bona-fidd,

* NOTES, FROM HAINAN. 
(FROM OVE OWN CORBESEONDENT.) 
Sinea the typhoon of last September, 
Hainan, as well as tho Southern portions 
of Ohina, has experienced almost a drought, 
nor did tha rain’ come in time to save very 
much of the rice crop. There has been 


some littls distress among the poorer pco- 
ple, bat boyond o considerable rise in the 
price of rice the drought has not brought 
any general, or savers trouble, Last week 
n severe storm awept over the north-eastern 
part of the Island. Several villages were 
nimost campletely destroyedone or two 
market towns were badly damaged, and 
many of the boais that run up the river 
were atripped of sails and covora, The 
storm seemed to follow the river, alwost 
all of the heaviest damage occurring within 
adaw miles of its bank, All of the large 
water-wheels were totally destroyed, which 
will probably canse aome delay in the plan- 
ting of the next rice crop. 

During tho dronght it was interesting to 
watch the effects ofthe official, ‘Praying 
for rain.’ For many days the Taotai and 
minor officials went forthin humble appara}, 
but no rain came, and unfortunately on the 
very days when tho official want forth, had 
there beun indications of rain, they would 
quickly disappear, while on the days when 
he remained at home. the clouds would 
gather end sometimes ao brief shower 
wonld pass over. At Inst, it seemed 
as though the Taotai had given up 
in despair; be remained at home, and 
soon heavy showers relieved the tension, 
but for some time the hearens were not 
pleased to rain upon the yemn although 
tho eastern partof the town, oot half a mile 
away, would be flooded. The people cay 
that he is an unlucky fellow, and thess 
things muet be expected, for when on the 
first official rouud of ifepecticn, one of the 
poles of his chair broke.

This trick of !lying oups wan in the reper- 
toire of D. D. Home, and it wos also ex- 
hibited about 1540 at the court of a Cacique 
of Peru, whero the Christians attributed it 
to devils. 


How far it is possible thue to deceive the 
ayes, and caat a glamour over the observers, 
is a difficult question. A bypnotised patient 
ntay perhaps believe that he seca what he is 
told to sea, but huw can apy one hypnotise 
a crowd ? At was Hearne, we think, in the 
last century, on the Copper Mine River, 
who saw 0 red man swallow a buge board of 
wood.
